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In Tennessee, the per 
capita personal income 
in 2003 was $28,641, up 
3.5 percent from the 
previous year. 
 
The Tennessee metro-
politan counties had a 
per capita income of 
$30,815 in 2003.  Dur-
ing the same period, the 
nonmetropolitan coun-
ties had a per capita 
personal income of 
$22,881. 
 
Per capita personal in-
come is the annual total 
personal income of resi-
dents divided by the 
residential population 
as of July 1.  Personal 
income is derived by 
summing the net earn-
ings by place of 
‘residence,’ person’s 
rental income, personal 
dividend/interest in-
come, and transfer pay-
ments.  Personal income 
is measured prior to 
deductions of income 
tax and other personal 
taxes and is reported in 
current dollars.  In sim-
pler terms, it is the total 
income on the front 
page of your 1040 tax 
form.  This data can be 
influenced by large 
growth (or decline) in 

population, natural disas-
ters (i.e., flooding or hur-
ricanes), commuting 
populations (those that 
primarily work in other 
counties), and  state and 
local taxes. 
 
In 2003, the counties with 
the highest per capita 
personal income were 
Williamson ($42,694), 
Davidson ($38,056), 
Shelby ($34,087), Hamil-
ton ($32,365), Wilson
($31,376), Knox 
($30,901), Maury 
($28,810), and Sumner 
($28,544). Sumner and 
the remaining 88 counties 
are all below the state 
average.  The lowest 
counties were Hancock 
($14,610), Lake ($14,930), 
Johnson (15,904), Wayne 
($16,699), Morgan 
($17,455), Scott ($17,456), 
Pickett ($17,563), and 
Union($17,802).  
 
The counties with the 
largest percentage growth 
were Lake (up 12.9 per-
cent), Greene (up 10.1 
percent), Haywood (up 
8.7 percent), Gibson and 
Moore (both up  8.5 per-
cent), and Crockett (up 
8.3 percent).  Counties 
with the lowest per capita 
income growth include 

Marshall (down 1.9 per-
cent), Grainger (up 0.5 
percent), Carter and 
Johnson (both up 0.7 per-
cent), Union (up 0.9 per-
cent), and Morgan (up 1.0 
percent). 
   
The urban and suburban 
counties that comprise 
the metropolitan statisti-
cal areas had a higher 
per capita personal in-
come than their rural 
counterparts. 
 
In the metro areas, the 
Nashville-Murfreesboro 
MSA had a per capita 
income of $33,368 (up 3.2 
percent), while the Mem-
phis MSA had a per cap-
ita income level of 
$31,677 (up 2.9 percent).  
The lowest per capita in-
come occurred in the 
Johnson City MSA at 
$23,260.  For the second 
straight year, Clarksville 
had the highest growth 
rate for the past year (up 
5.5 percent) and for the 
past five years (24.1 per-
cent).

NONFARM EMPLOYMENT AND  
LABOR FORCE IN TENNESSEE 

Tennessee's seasonally adjusted estimated 
unemployment rate for July 2005 was 5.5 
percent, down five-tenths percent from the 
June 2005 rate.  This is the seventh month 
that Tennessee had a seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rate higher than the national 
rate. 
 
The United States’ unemployment rate was 5
percent in July 2005.  In July 2004, the 
national unemployment rate was 5.5 percent 
and the state’s unemployment rate was 5.3 
percent. 
 
Across Tennessee, the not-seasonally 
adjusted unemployment rate decreased in 72 
counties, increased in 19 counties, and 
remained the same in four counties. The 
lowest rate occurred in Williamson County at
3.2 percent, down 1.0 percent from the 
previous month.  The highest rate was 
Wayne County's 14.4 percent, up from 13.5 
percent in June.

Total nonfarm employment increased by 
21,600 jobs from July 2004 to July 2005.  
During this period, there were increases 
in health care/social assistance (up 6,400 
jobs), which includes increases of 3,400 
jobs in ambulatory health care services 
and 1,700 jobs in hospitals; retail trade 
(up 4,400 jobs), which includes an 
increase of 1,800 jobs in general 
merchandise stores and 1,000 jobs in 
building material/garden 
equipment/supplies; leisure/hospitality 
(up 2,900 jobs), which includes an 

increase of 3,600 jobs in food services/ 
drinking places and a decline of 1,800 
jobs in accommodation; local government 
(up 2,600 jobs); construction (up 2,200 
jobs); wholesale trade (up 2,100 jobs), 
which includes an increase of 1,100 jobs 
in wholesale electronic markets; financial 
activities (up 2,100 jobs), which includes 
an increase of 1,200 jobs in finance/ 
insurance; and professional/business 
services (up 1,800 jobs, which includes an 
increase of 1,000 jobs in  professional/ 
scientific/technical services.  This was 
partially offset by drops in information 

(down 1,500 jobs), state government 
educational services (down 1,100 jobs), 
and food/beverage stores (down 1,000 
jobs). 
  
During July, nonfarm employment 
decreased by 19,100 jobs. There were 
seasonal school declines in local 
government educational services (down 
12,000 jobs), state government 
educational services (down 3,000 jobs), 
and educational services (down 1,100 
jobs).
